“Every child_in_Torrance lIs of-
fered a free diagnostic service at
the Redondo-Health Center located
in the city, hall,-Redondo,” Dr. H.
. Smiley, district health officer,
sald — this——week.—*This—serviee,
which includes a thorough heart.
and lung. examination with chest
X-ray = where recommended by
clintclan, is stressed by the County
Hlealth department in connection
with the campaign for the early
dlagnosis —of —tuberculosis—carried
on natlonally by the National
‘Puberculosis  Association and lo-
cally through the Los Angeles
County Tuberculosis and Health
Assoclation, which is supported
by Christmas Seals.”

Dr. Smiley urges that all chil-
dAren who are mal-nourished, ger’-
erally physically below par or hé-
licved to be tuberculosis contacts
‘he brought to the clinic for ex-
—amination:s

“Ir discovered early,” states Di.
Smiley, “tuberculosis is  readily
curable.  Unfortunately the ma-
jorjty of eases that fill sanatoria
are already in the advanced stage
when- little .can be done for their
vecovery. Yet it is an established
fact that 75 per cent of all tu-
berculosis deaths are preventible
__if_the disease Is dl cred early.”

And almost as i ant as the
Qiscovery of the disease early, it
present, in the opinion of Dr

Smiley, is the elimination through
X-ray film of those that are non-
tuberculosis in suspected cases,
relieving the mind of both patient
and loved ones.
